The aide said Eisenhower is so 
determ ined to be neutral that he 
has declined to discuss the lead­ 
ership issue with even his closest 
associates. 
The general takes the position, 
said the aide, that it is a m atter 
for .Senate Republicans alone to 
decide. 
There were signs, m eanwhile, 
that if Taft decides he wants the 


leadership post he will have the 
backing of a group of COP sena­ 
tors who supported Eisenhower 
against the Ohioan for the presi­ 
dential nomination. 
Sen. Frank Carlson of Kansas, 
an Eisenhower adviser during the 
cam paign, 
conferred 
with 
the 
general Tuesday and told a news 
conference afterward that if Taft 
wants to be Republican leader of 
the Senate, “ I presum e he will 
be.”

Carlson 
added 
he 


would favor Taft for the job if he 
bids for it. 
Both Carlson and Sen. H. Alex-

Taft, chairm an of the Senate 
GOF Policy Com m ittee, has said 
he is available for the job but is 
not making a fight for it.

minority leader in the Dem ocrat 
ic-controlled 82nd Congress, has 
m ade it clear he would bid for the 
m ajority spot only in an effort to 
avert a party fight. 
Senators in Washington

Eisenhower 
backers in the Senate previously 
had been boosting Sen. Knowland 
(R-Calif) or Saltonstall (R M ass) 
for leader. 
One COP senator who did not 
want his nam e used told a re­ 


porter today the Senate organiza­ 
tion problems had all been work 
ed out and that Taft would be 
floor leaders.

Mailing Of Greeting 
Cards 48,090 Ahead 
Of Last Year 


The greatest Christm as mail ever 
pouring through 
the Washington 
C. H. Post Office is now on the 
m ove. 


P ostm aster W. E. Passm ore said 
W ednesday that at the close of 
business Tuesday evening. 48,090 
m ore Christm as cards had been 
m ailed than at the close of bus­ 
iness on Dec. 16 last year. 
The total number m ailed here 
Tuesday was 47,200 and the num ­ 
ber of packages was 602 
As result of the vast amount of 
m ail being posted here, Postm as 
ter Passm ore said the Post Office 
windows would be open for re­ 
ceiving packages and s e l l i n g 
stam ps Sunday from 9 A. M. until 
12 noon and from 2 P. M. until 
5 P. M. 
The post office also is to rem ain 
open Saturday until 6 P. M. 
This will afford opportunity for 
a large num ber of persons to ob­ 
tain stam ps and mail packages 
who could not conveniently do so 
on other days.*

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AT THE CLOSE of business Mon­ 
day night, the number of cards 
m ailed was 15,000 ahead of that of 
last year. 
The total 
number 
of 
cards m ailed was 42,140. 
A total 
of 
652 
packages 
was 
m ailed Monday; that w as next to 
the heaviest day on record at the 
office here. 
Mail received is cleared as far 
as possible every day, and mail 
for local delivery also is sent out 
each day. It is not perm itted to 
back up in the office, where a 
great deal of space is taken by 
the heavy influx of packages and 
other mail. 
It is expected that the remain- 
der of this week w ill be unusually 
heavy and that Monday will be 
another extrem ely big day. 
Buying stam ps in quantity and 
separating the cards so that those 
for local delivery are in one pack­ 
age and those for out of town 
delivery are in another package, 
is helping facilitate the handling 
of m ail, Passm ore said.

sled-runners on the bottom of them , 
and you could skate on the snow.

Efforts to weed out American Com­ 
munists and sympathizers from the Unit­ 
ed Nations are moving to a climax.

This grand jury, sitting for months in 
New York, together with the McCarran 
Senate investigating committee, was in­ 
strumental in cracking the UN Commie 
mess wide open. It was at the jury’s 
hearings that some of the prize suspects 
refused to talk on grounds of self-incrim­ 
ination, thus quickening the chase. 
It is the jury’s contention 
that

W ho Shall Call Tune In Korea? 


NEW YORK (ft—How can the 
Chinese Reds be made to want 
peace? 
The answer holds the key to 
what will happen next in the Ko­ 
rean war. 
President-elect Dwight Eisen­ 
hower stated the problem clearly 
in an off-the-cuff summary of his 
trip to the embattled peninsula: 
“ Just because one side wants 
peace doesn’t make peace. We 
must go ahead and do things that 
induce the others to want peace 
also.” 
This echoed a belief Gen. Els 
enhower phrased this way in a 
more formal statement: 
“ We face an enemy whom we 
cannot hope to impress by words, 
however eloquent, but only by 
deeds—executed under circum­ 
stances of our own choosing.” 
These two significant sentences 
herald a real effort to change the 
stalemated Korean situation—a 
period when the present groping 
yearning for peace will be re 
placed by some kind of action to 
win it. 
What 
form 
will 
that 
action 
take? Naturally Eisenhower must 
remain silent on this point at this 
time. But there are twro ways to 
get a donkey to move forward: 
(Al Hold some hay out in front 
of him, or (B) Ki^k and beat him 
until he decides it is wiser to 
obey you 
And there would seem to he 
only two general methods of ac­ 
tion to make the Chinese Reds 
want peace: 
I. Through diplomatic channels 


offer some kind of reward that 
would make them wish to reach 
a cease-fire in Korea, and move 
out of the orbit of Red Russia to­ 
ward the orbit of the Western 
powers. Assuming this could be 
done, such a program would pos­ 
sibly entail the jettisoning of Chi 
ang-Kai-shek, who is powerfully 
supported in the American Con­ 
gress 
2. Increase military pressure 
on Red China to such an extent 
that crippling losses would lead 
her to sue for a real peace, even 
against the wishes of Red Rus­ 
sia, who now supplies her with 
most of her heavy armaments. 
The danger here, of course, is 
that such a program would fan 
the long-smoldering misery of Ko­ 
rea into a flaming third world 
war. 
American professional military 
opinion is sharply divided on this 
question. Some career 
soldiers 
say we cannot risk taking steps 
that might extend the conflict and 
commit us to full-scale warfare 
in the Far East. Others say we 
cannot afford not to take those 
steps. 
A general officer who holds this 
view recently expressed it to mc 
as follows 
“ Time is fighting on the other 
side, not on ours. The other fel­ 
low is building up faster than we 
are. We have to stop this business 
in Korea now. 
“We are fighting the war the 
* way the Chinese want it—on a 
fixed line. We don’t have 
the 
manpower to win that way Our 
cardinal principle in warfare is

Beethoven and Brahms without 
offending the government.

Diet and Health 
Excessive Sweating 
Controlled By Drugs

s w e a t i n g 
can 
sometimes be kept under control 
by careful hygiene and special 
powder or lotions. Other cases 
are so severe that they require 
medical treatment This type can 
em barrass a per son so much that 
it is a real handicap. 
Sweat, as most people know, is 
produced by the sweat glands in 
the skin, and by its evaporation 
helps cool the body. Various dis­ 
orders can make these glands 
overactive. Usually they affect 
the glands throughout the body, 
hut in some cases only those of 
the palms, soles, underarms and 
groin 
Anemia and diabetes, toxic goi­ 
ter and fever arc most frequent­ 
ly 
accompanied 
by 
excessive 
sweating. If a person is very 
much overweight and portly, or 
has some disorder of the internal 
glands, these conditions, too. may 
be factors in causing the sweat. 
Many cases are due to a dis 
turbance of the nervous system. 
Emotional upset may also be of 
importance as a possible cause 
Many drugs and other methods 
have 
been used 
for excessive 
sweating. 
Psychotherapy 
h a s 
used for excessive sweating. Psy­ 
chol herapy has been successful 
with some of the nervous pa­ 
tients 
Drugs such as atropine 
have been used to dry the skin 
and various powders have also

Usually 
if the case is limited more or less 
to one area, a weak solution of 
aluminum chloride may be of 
help. 
A drug known as methanthe- 
line bromide is effective in con­ 
trolling severe sweating. It must 
be used with care, however, for 
along with drying up the sweat, 
it sometimes dries the mouth, and 
causes constipation. It may also 
enlarge the pupils and make see­ 
ing difficult. 


No Side Reactions 
Recently a new drug has been 
used which seems to avoid these 
undesirable effects. 
Known 
as 
mephobarbital, it is a form of the 
barbiturate 
drugs, 
believed 
to 
work specifically on the brain 
center that controls sweating 
A person taking this drug does 
not become dull or sleepy or suf­ 
fer the side reactions that come 
from taking other bartiturates. 
It is especially effective in cases 
where the emotions are believed 
to cause the excessive' sweating.

Last December was the worst 


month in 1951 for fatal accidents. 
That is not unusual, according to 
Chief of Police Vaiden Long. What 
was unusual was the wide differ­ 
ence between December and the 
other tragic months. 
The chief reports that 457 persons 


died from accidents in Ohio’s De­ 
cember accidents, three-fourths of 
them in home and traffic tragedies. 
Home led with fts, the motor ve­ 
hicle had 168, with other public ac­ 
cidents accounting for 47 deaths.

O NE M ILLIO N of the l i t t l e 
Christmas Seals were mailed out 
Nov. 17 with the cooperation of 
the Business and Profes s i o n a I

The colorful Christmas Seals, 
for nearly half a century the 
symbol of the fight against tu­ 
berculosis, have been appearing 
on letters in increasing numbers 
during the last week or so.

S T R E V E Y SAID it was appar­ 
ent from the returns already in 
that contributors are being 'more 
generous than ever this year and 
that few of the seals have been re­ 
jected and returned. 
The increase in the average con­ 
tribution this year was attributed 
to a better general conception of 
the work the association is doing 
and its accomplishments. 
Literally huadreds of chest X-ray 
have been made for individuals in 
Fayette County and Washington C. 
H. this year free of charge. A few 
positive or suspected cases of tu­ 
berculosis have been discovered. 
If caught in time, Strevey explain­ 
ed, tuberculosis can be effectively 
and successfully treated. 
One of the purposes of the Tu­ 
berculosis and Health Association 
is to discover the disease before it 
is too late.
